Ex-council leader Derek Osbourne created a 
“fantasy online family” to share images and 
made-up stories of child sex abuse with other 
paedophiles. 

The disgraced 59-year-old married father of 
two had spent the past two years secretly 
viewing violent and sexual images of chil¬ 
dren, animals and women. 

Southwark Crown Court heard on Tuesday 
how the former Liberal Democrat leader post¬ 
ed fake photos of a fictional family, headed by 
Dave Strider and his daughter “Susie”, on a 
Yahoo group where he shared some of the vile 
pictures. 

Prosecutor Peter Zinner said: “This is a 
spectacular fall from grace for an individual 
that was in a position of significant public 
trust. 

“He must have known that what he was 
doing would significantly contribute to the 
cycle of harm suffered by victims of child sex¬ 
ual abuse and exploitation.” 

The court heard how Osbourne immediately 
confessed he had “progressed” from adult 
pornography when he was arrested at his 
home in Burlington Road, New Malden, on 
June 11. 

Sentencing Osbourne - a Kingston council¬ 
lor since 1986 - to two years in prison, 
Recorder of Westminster Alistair McCreath 
said: “I do not know what people who view 
these sort of images actually think. 

“But it’s important to say that these images 
are of real children suffering real abuse.” 

Osbourne, wearing a blue suit and pink shirt 
and sporting a Remembrance poppy, nodded 
at the judge, collected his bag and walked to 
the cells after being sentenced. His name was 
added to the sex offenders’ register for 10 
years. 

His legal team released a statement on his 
behalf apologising to his family and the peo¬ 
ple of Kingston for “letting them down badly”.

Room scarce for mental health 
patients as 150 beds removed 


Mental health patients are 
being turned away from hos¬ 
pital after South West Lon¬ 
don and St George’s NHS 
Mental Health Trust (SWL- 
STG) removed more than 
150 beds in the past two 
years. 

Data revealed in a joint in¬ 
vestigation by Community 
Care magazine and BBC 
News found the trust, that op¬ 
erates from nearly 100 loca¬ 
tions, has removed 177 beds 
from 18 wards and closed five. 

Figures released by 28 UK 
mental health trusts showed 
it was running at an average 
of more than 100 per cent

capacity, well above the rec¬ 
ommended 85 per cent level. 

SWLSTG failed to answer a 
Freedom of Information 
request on occupancy levels, 
but said it had closed 177 beds 
in the past two years. 

An annual report stated the 
trust had just 430 beds to deal 
with 2,500 inpatients admit¬ 
ted in 2012-13. 

Seacole ward, at the trust’s 
headquarters Springfield 
Hospital, in Tooting, was one 
of the worst affected wards, 
with 22 beds removed in 2011. 


The adult acute ward, 
which treats young adults 
aged up to 23, now has only 
eight beds, with money being 
pumped into home treatment 
instead. 

Petersham Lodge, at 
Barnes Hospital, also had 22 
beds closed between 2011 and 
2012. 

The drugs and alcohol 
service in Springfield Hospi¬ 
tal was decommissioned in 
2012 - losing 13 beds - as well 
the rehab centre Burntwood 
Villas, in Earlsfield. 

Gerry Horner, of Keep Our 
NHS Public, said: “One 
observer has told us of seeing 


patients on an admission 
ward being transferred to 
other wards or even to 
other hospitals, thus disrupt¬ 
ing their treatment, in 
order to make way for new 
arrivals. 

“One new patient admitted 
under section was observed 
waiting for hours before a 
bed, which had been booked, 
actually became available. 

“Such a situation would 
obviously impair the ability 
of nurses and doctors to reas¬ 
sure and welcome new 
patients.” 

A spokeswoman for SWL¬ 
STG said: “Most of this 


reduction has been due 
to reinvestment in crisis 
home and treatment teams 
leading to a reduction in bed 
use and ward closure. 

“Hospital admission is 
only used when absolutely 
necessary. 

“Furthermore, we do not 
routinely move people into 
mental health beds outside 
south-west London. 

“We have briefly used 
privately-owned accommoda¬ 
tion when wards are being re¬ 
configured and are not 
intending to use this measure 
again as we have sufficient 
space on our wards.”

She said the junction, be¬ 
tween Coombe Lane West 
and Traps Lane, was confus¬ 
ing for drivers. 

She said: “How it is set up 
at the moment is very awk¬ 
ward for drivers. 

“Especially if they are not 


familiar with the area they 
get a bit confused. 

“I pass by that area quite 
often and I know for a fact 
pedestrians are a bit con¬ 
fused when they get to that 
slip road. 

“One day it will be fatal.”

St Jude’s storm causes havoc 
with Monday morning commute

Commuters were stranded, cars 
were damaged and fallen trees 
were strewn across the streets as 
one of the worst storms to hit 
Britain in years swept through 
Kingston this week. 

The dreaded St Jude’s storm ar¬ 
rived as expected in the early hours 
of Monday morning, leaving a trail 
of destruction and debris in its 
wake. 

Rail passengers across the bor¬ 
ough soon gave up trying to get to 
work, as South West Trains can¬ 
celled all services on its network 
until mid-afternoon. 

Fallen trees blocked roads in Sur¬ 
biton, Chessington and Malden 
Manor, while scaffolding fell on a 
car in Etwell Place, Kingston. 

Meanwhile, the entire roof of an 
office building in Kingston Road,

close to Chessington World of Ad¬ 
ventures, was ripped off by the 
powerful winds. 

Despite the chaos, St Jude failed 
to match up to the destruction 


wreaked by the famous storm of 
1987, when 443 trees belonging to 
Kingston Council were blown 
down. 

Weather expert Ian Currie, 


founder of Weather Eye magazine, 
said: “It wasn’t anything like the 
storm of 1987, although it was still 
quite powerful. 

“October is often a time of great 
storms. Apart from 1987 we’ve also 
had the storm of October 25, 1859, 
which was very bad in our area, 
and also led to the first forecast. 

“A great-grandfather of mine 
also died in a terrible storm in 1881. 

“The temperature of the Atlantic 
Ocean is much warmer than usual, 
but it is getting very chilly in the 
Arctic. This often leads to a strong 
jet stream. 

“When that meets an area of low 
pressure, it can cause a vortex in 
the atmosphere, which deepens. 

“That’s what happened to us on 
Sunday. 

“We’ve had a number of worse 
storms but nonetheless it wasn’t 
weak - it certainly packed a 
punch.”

We don’t want nuclear 


- says Davey in 


Energy Secretary Edward Davey 
was caught up in a PR controversy 
last week after statements express¬ 
ing his formerly held anti-nuclear 
beliefs were deleted from his con¬ 
stituency website. 

The Kingston and Surbiton MP 
announced a £16bn deal on Mon¬ 
day with French energy company 
EDF to build a new nuclear plant, 
Hinckley Point C, in Somerset. 

But he was quickly chided after 
press releases from several years 
ago, in which Mr Davey opposed 
nuclear energy, were removed 
from his website. 

Political opponents found his 
previous statements on Google, 
and tweeted them. 

They included a statement, from 
July 2006, in which Mr Davey said: 
“A new generation of nuclear 
power stations will cost taxpayers 
and consumers tens of billions of

pounds... people don’t want nucle¬ 
ar... the alternatives are cleaner, 
safer, greener and better for the 
environment and the taxpayer.” 

Mr Davey said in a statement on 
October 22 he expected the plan to 
have a “wide range of reactions” 
within the Liberal Democrat 
Party, because of his previously 
staunch anti-nuclear stance. 

He said: “I’ve changed my mind 
because of climate change.” 

But Kingston Labour chairman 
Laurie South said: “It’s quite OK to 
change your mind, as long as you 
tell everyone you have changed 
your mind. 

“People will have much more re¬ 
spect for that kind of thing than 
the subtle deleting of past 
comments.”

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Woman hurt after car 
shunt along Broadway 



Controversial: Construction of the Greenway

A woman was taken to hospital 
with head injuries after a traffic 
crash in Tolworth Broadway. 

Her Citroen hatchback was 
struck by another car from be¬ 
hind at about 10.45am on Tues¬ 
day, October 22. 

It is thought she had braked to 
avoid hitting pedestrians who 
were crossing the road near the 
petrol station, using the new 
Greenway central reservation. 

The woman, in her 30s, was at¬ 
tended by shopkeepers and 
passersby who lent her a blanket 
and a pillow as she lay on the 
pavement. 

Builders working on the 
Greenway reacted quickly to the 
crash, using traffic cones to 
divert drivers around the cars 
involved. 

The rear windscreen of the 
woman’s car had been smashed, 
with extensive damage to the boot 
and rear bumper. 

The Greenway is designed to 
allow pedestrians to cross wher¬ 
ever is most convenient. 

Former Labour Councillor Dou¬ 
glas Reynolds, who campaigned 
for the old safety barriers to go in, 
said: “It is what I expected. 

“It is frightening to drive down 
the Broadway now. It is frighten¬ 
ing with the way people just walk 
across the road.” 

Councillor Malcolm Self, 


chairman of the Surbiton neigh¬ 
bourhood committee, said a fur¬ 
ther assessment of the road’s 
safety will be made once work is 
finished. 

He said: “Those safety audits 
will obviously take into account 
incidents that have happened. I 
would have to be guided by 
the safety audit, guided by the 
experts. 

“Everyone hopes that this is not 
going to repeat. Absolutely no 
road is 100 per cent safe. Wherev¬ 
er someone crosses a road they 
have got to be careful of traffic.” 

One online commenter said: “I 
strongly suspect that this is just 
the first of many similar acci¬ 
dents on Tolworth Broadway. 

“The decision by Kingston 
Council to remove the central 
barrier and thus allow people to 
cross the Broadway at any point 


has never made any sense.” 

Another said: “We will probably 
never know how many accidents 
or near misses don’t get reported 
and all because of these idiotic 
“improvements”. 

“I was there early Friday 
evening [October 18] and wit¬ 
nessed three near misses, people 
risking life and limb to cross a 
busy main road, a major artery 
into Kingston to catch a bus or 
just get to the other side.” 

A spokeswoman for London 
Ambulance said paramedics were 
called to the Broadway at 10.45am 
on October 22. 

She said they treated a woman, 
believed to be in her 30s, for a 
head injury.

One non-serious accident involved 
a pedestrian on a crossing. 

• Junction of Tolworth Broadway 
and Oakleigh Way: Four acci¬ 
dents, none serious.

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Lowest crime in the capital 


Kingston has recorded the lowest crime 
figures in London, according to statis¬ 
tics released by the Metropolitan 
Police. 

Mayor of London Boris Johnson’s 
deputy Stephen Greenhalgh visited 
Oceana nightclub last Friday to see its 
contribution to the lower crime figures. 

The borough had 9,593 recorded inci¬ 
dents in the 12 months up to September 
this year, including 2,073 violent as¬ 
saults, 1,265 burglaries, 45 rapes and 
two murders. The numbers are down 
12.5 per cent on last year, when police 
dealt with 10,959 crimes. 

The biggest individual drop was in 


robbery of a person, which fell almost 
40 per cent from 223 incidences to 160. 

Violence on a person also fell consid¬ 
erably, down from 2,338 to 2,073, while 
the total number of burglaries was 
down by 8.2 per cent. 

Individual crimes all fell except for 
sexual offences excluding rape, which 
increased by eight to 100 incidents, and 
Islamaphobia, which doubled from two 
incidents to four. 

But the number of crimes solved 
stayed static at 21 per cent.

Graham Snelling, chairman of 
Kingston Healthwatch, said: 


“Kingston is a town that has a con¬ 
siderable number of pubs and 
clubs so I suppose it kind of goes 
with that. But it is a concern. 

“There is no room for compla¬ 
cency - we have got to drive these 
figures down. People who need an 
ambulance need an ambulance but 
we have got to minimise the num¬ 
bers for binge drinkers.” 

Ambulances were also called to 
1,031 assaults during the same pe¬ 
riod, including 268 against women 
and 141 against teenagers.

Workers at a specialist South 
African food shop have claimed 
they were treated “like animals” 
during a raid by police and immi¬ 
gration officials. 

Officers went into Bizzi B’s, in 
Surbiton Road, Kingston, on the 
morning of Tuesday, October 22. 

Butcher Shaun Powell, 29, said: 
“They just came storming in 
unannounced. They basically just 
told us to put our things down and 
rounded us up like animals. 

“They didn’t tell us who they 
were or what they were doing 
here. Very little information was 
given. 

“We were told under no circum¬ 
stances to even think about run¬ 
ning, because we would be taken 
down, and taken down hard. 

“The way we were treated was 
disgusting.” 

Colleague Jason Chappell, 20, 
said: “They lined us all up. No 
explanation. 

“Everyone was kind of panick¬ 
ing and shaking, and we didn’t 
know what to do. 

“He told us ‘If you are going to 
run I will take you down hard’. It 
was very all in your face.” 

Manager Andrew Duncan said: 
“About three of them marched 


through, saying ‘Is there anyone 
in the back?’ It was like a drug 
bust.” 

But the manager of Londis, just 
a few doors away, who asked not 
to be named, said there were no 
problems with officials who came 
into his shop. 

They were not rude, he said. 

Chief Inspector Gary Taylor, of 
Kingston police, said: “Entry to 
any property is recorded locally. 
We do many joint operations with 
the UK Border Agency in order to 
determine persons not legally in 
the UK. 

“We have to be mindful of safety 
of all the officers and, therefore, 
this part of any inspection can 


appear robust. I would hope that 
with this robustness comes 
politeness.” 

A Home Office spokesman said: 
“These were police-led visits 
under Operation Condor, which is 
designed to clamp down on abus¬ 
es by licence-holders in commer¬ 
cial premises. 

“No suspected immigration 
offenders were encountered.” 

Plans for a fleet of advertising 
vans displaying the message “Go 
home or face arrest” were 
scrapped last week after a test 
run in parts of the capital. 

Home Secretary Theresa May 
said they were “too blunt an 
instrument”.

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Fuel hikes leave families 
struggling to pay for food’

The director of Kingston 
Foodbank has warned the ris¬ 
ing cost of energy bills is 
leaving an increasing num¬ 
ber of residents poor and 
hungry. 

In the week three of the six 
major power companies an¬ 
nounced substantial price 
hikes, Paul Pickhaver said 
residents were already call¬ 
ing the charity having for¬ 
gone food shopping to pay gas 
and electricity bills. 

Mr Pickhaver said: “Al¬ 
ready this week we have had 
two calls from people specifi¬ 
cally mentioning that their 
large energy bills are the rea¬ 
son they don’t have money 
for food. 

“One of the calls was from a 
hardworking but low income 
family who simply couldn’t 
make ends meet as their in¬ 
come was static but costs for 
so many items was rising. 

“One example we have seen 
is a young person having to 
spend more than 50 per cent 
of their benefit income to 
meet gas and electricity 
costs. They are relieved to 
know that through generous 


food donations from local 
people, Kingston Foodbank is 
able to provide some emer¬ 
gency support.” 

Mr Pickhaver said although 
most energy companies ran 
schemes to help those strug¬ 
gling to pay their bills, not 
enough was done to raise 
awareness of them. 

The assessment process for 
the schemes also took too 
long, he said, with some cus¬ 
tomers waiting six to 10 
weeks for a response. 

Mr Pickhaver said: “That’s 
a very long time for someone 
already in crisis and strug¬ 
gling with the huge pressure 
that brings on individuals 
and families.” 

The foodbank organiser 
also called for a lower rate 
scheme to be made available 
to people on small incomes 
using pre-pay meters. 

He said: “It’s simply wrong 
that the very poorest people 
in Kingston have to pay more 
per unit for their gas and 
electricity use than the 
richest. 

“Something should be done 
to address that urgently.”

Signal delays - but 
new trains on way 


South West Trains is test¬ 
ing a fleet of new car¬ 
riages, designed to carry 
23,000 more peak-time 
passengers a day.

“We work 365 days a 
year to maintain and im¬ 
prove the infrastructure 
along the route to provide 
a safe and reliable service 
and will continue to invest 
millions of pounds to 
achieve this, and boost 
capacity. 

“It is a challenge to ac¬ 
cess the railway to carry 
out significant works but 
we continue to plan for 
further upgrades to pro¬ 
vide a better service.”

On the face of it, Kingston 
Council appears to have 
been, and is being, some¬ 
what furtive in its deci¬ 
sion to sell off Barton 
Green pavilion. 

At a meeting at Coombe 
Girls’ School, two of the 
councillors advised the 
residents and “interested 
parties” of the council’s 
decision and that, al¬ 
though we were informed 
that originally £150,000 
had been set aside for re¬ 
pairs, the cost was well 
above this figure so the 
council had decided on 
“disposal” - with no detail 
of possible further usage. 

Despite the question 
being posed, the council¬ 
lors could not tell the 
meeting how much the 
final figure for repair 
was, stating this was 
“sensitive” information. 
It also came to light that 
the council had only ob¬ 
tained one estimate for 
the repairs and no infor¬ 
mation would be given 
out about the repairs 
needed or the alleged 
“riddled with asbestos” 
statement. 

It was obvious to all at 
the meeting that it was a 


“done deal” and the only 
reason for the meeting 
held by the two council¬ 
lors was because they 
wanted the pavilion to 
stay as a community 
building - presumably de¬ 
spite the desires of their 
council colleagues - and 
they wanted to inform 
residents of the “commu¬ 
nity right to bid”. It was 
not denied that the coun¬ 
cil would probably sell to 
the highest bidder for 
whatever purpose. 

I would add that there 
are badgers under or 
around the pavilion 
(many accredited sight¬ 
ings at night) and it was 
also understood that 
when the brewery origi¬ 
nally sold the land to the 
council for residential de¬ 
velopment that there 
would be an “open space” 
(the green itself) and that

The clocks went back at the 
weekend - which means the 
nights have well and truly 
'drawn in'. 

Top advanced driver Peter 
Rodger of road safety charity the 
Institute of Advanced Motorists 
gives drivers some helpful 
advice on negotiating roads in 
the dark. 

•Keep your lights and 
windscreen clean. It's easy to 
forget the inside of the windows, 
but keeping them clean helps 
prevent them from misting-up. 

• Use main beam on a dark 
unlit road, but make sure you dip 
your lights to avoid dazzling the 
oncoming road users. 

• If an approaching car forgets 
to dip its lights, look beyond the 
lights to their left to avoid being 
dazzled as much. 


• Stopping 

safely within the distance you 
can see to be clear still applies in 
the dark. 

• Look at how the traffic ahead 
behaves for clues to possible 
problems you can't see yet - the 
way other lights behave can tell 
you a lot. 

• Use the reflective road signs 
and lines to help you see where 
the road goes. 

• Use the headlights of the car 
you are following to let you see 
further ahead. 

• Don't look at any lights but at 
what they show - so you can 
make use of more of the light 
there is without losing your 
'night vision'. 

• If it's gloomy in the morning, 
don't forget to put your lights on 
then too.
